COUNCIL TO MOTORMEN. 
Councitiman Smith yesterday voiced 
a vigorous protest against the new 
rule of the street railways réquiring

Sunday Mr. Smith misjudged the 
distance, and was dragged about 
fifty feet by a car.

HEY DON’T LIKE “SCOTTY.” 

The San Bernardino county au- 
thorities have conceived an official dis- 
like for the scarlet-necktied gentle- 
man erstwhile known as “Scotty,” be- 
cause of the frequent intimations made 
by that red and versatile character to 
the effect that travel by night on the 
San Bernardino desert is not as safe 
and uneventful as a ride down Broad- 
way in a trolley car. They have re- 
garded “Scotty’s” tales of the “Battle 
of Wingate Pass” and of other melo- 
dramatic shoot-ups on the road to 
Death Valley as distinct and unmer- 
ited reflections on the good govern- 
ment and orderliness of the county. 
Three weeks ago the Sheriff and Dis- 
trict Attorney of San Bernardino gave 
public expression to this weariness 
with regard to the “press notices” 
which “Scotty” had been giving out in 
anticipation of his start on the road 
as a thirty-cent play actor, and they 
announced their intention of putting 
an end to them. In divers publications 
thereafter they have vowed by all that 
was righteous and eke sulphurous that 
they were going to put “Scotty” in a 
bag and clear the good name of their 
mining regions, including Death Valley 
and Grizzly Creek, from his imputa- 
tions. | 

The San Bernardino authorities hav 
made a beginning toward making good. 
They have conducted an investigation 
that seems to have brought ouf facts 
proving what was already known, viz.: 
That “Scotty” is a continental faker 
and that his brother, Warner Scott, 
as has been often intimated, was shot 
by one of “Scotty’s” own gang and 
not by some lurking enemy. Warrants 
for the arrest of “Scotty” and two of 
his band were issued as a result of 
these investigations, and the Distri¢t 
Attorney apparently is disposed to 
bring the offenders to justice. 

The officers of San Bernardino 
county are to be congratulated on the 
painstaking work they have done in 
this case. The public is indebted to 
them. The public is nauseated with 
over-much “Scotty.” The public would

OHN MITCHELL’S TRICKERY. 

John Mitchell, president of the 
United Mine Workers, is not an as- 
tute diplomatist, but he is a smooth 
schemer. Realizing that the organiza- 
tion over which he presides is without 
the popular sympathy in its present 
attitude toward the coal operators, 
Mitchell is endeavoring to deceive the 
publie and to create the impression 
that he and his associates are willing 
to make all sorts of sacrifices for the 
sake of averting a strike. Mitchell has 
learned, to his own discomfiture, that 
without public sympathy it is impos- 
sible to win a strike. Therefore, with 
the low cunning characteristic of his 


onus of a coal strike (if one occurs) 
upon the operators, and to exonerate 
himself and his mine workers from 
all blame. Hence his letter to George 
Baer, in. which he pleaded for delay, 
and asked that “further conference or 
conferences be held” before the first 
of April. 

It is to be noted that Mitchell, in hie 


suggestions of any concessions to be 
made by the miners as a basis for set- 
tlement. In effect, he insists that the 
miners’ demands are just, and that the 
operators must accept them if peace is 
to be assured. Yet he makes it appear 
from his letter that he is seeking peace 
in order to protect the interests of the 
public -against loss. He is trying to 
secure peace upon false pretenses, 
Hoping to win public sympathy by 
‘simulating a spirit of magnarimity 
and conciliation, he offers no recession 
fronf his former impossible demands 
as a basis of settlement. 

That Mitchell is putting up a “bluff” 
is so obvious that it needs no confir- 


like to see him bottled up and the 
stopper driven in so hard that no more 
of those yellowish fumes can escape.

HARTER TINKERING. 

Concurrent with the approach of 
a city election, professional tinkers 
with solder and’ shears are trooping 
forth to make another attempt at 
mending our dented and leaking city 
charter. 

For years charter tinkering has been 
the only visible means of support 
of certain professedly well meaning 
but woefully incompetent: individuals. 
Like Mark ‘i wain’s watch, our charter 
was a very respectable, well behaved 
piece of machinery until, in an evil 
moment, we concluded that it needed 
regulating. 

That gave to the charter tinkers 
their opportunity. Less than three 
months after the Legislature ratified 
the first charter amendments the 
blamed thing started to leak. “A 
flaw in the metal,” said the tinkers, 
“we will fix that at the next election.” 

They did fix it with more amend- 
ments. This time the court ruled that 
the city had reserved no right in its 
charter to grant franchises. The tink- 
ers had plugged up the wrong hole. 
For two years street raiway building 
was at a standstill. 

By the time this error was righted a 
break occurred in a new place and half 
a million dollars of revenue ran out 
through the crack. 

Four years ago the tinkers decided. 
that the charter was too small and 
that it must be enlarged.’ Then came 
the “initiative,” the “referendum” and 
the “recall.” The last ig e new kind 
of solder, importeg at a great ex- 
pense. “Never-leak” the tinkers called 
it. But behold the effluvium—‘“Gas” 
Howton! 

These un-American innovations did 
the vusiness. The City Attorney went 
to Sacramento a year ago and told the 
Legislators that our charter has been 
mended, amended and battered about 
until it is practically worthless. He 
asked for permission to order a brand 
new charter of a different make. 

The result of the last: attempt at 
cnarter tinkering was to put a stop to 
street railway building again. Not a 
single electric railway franchise has 
been sold since the Legislature ap- 
proved the last charter amendments. 
The Board of Public Works amend- 
ment occasioned a blockade for two 
months this year in municipal work 
and leit the whole scheme of street 
improvement in a chaotic state. 

Undeterred by their past record, how- 
ever, the charter tinkers have come

forth again, armed the imple- 
/ments of their trade, making promises 
of improvement as extravagant as they 
are illogical. 

There are certain principles of

mation. If Mitchell and his men were 
sincere in their expressed desire for 
peace, they would at least meet the 
operators half way in concessions. 
This they evidently have no intention 
of doing. They propose, rather, to 
make it appear that they are endeav- 
oring in all possible ways to secure 
peace. Such efforts as they are making 
in this direction, however, are en- 
tirely at the operators’ expense. “It is 
our opinion that neither you nor we,” 
gays Mitchell, “can afford to break off 
negotiations in this abrupt manner. 
So far as we and the interests we rep- 
resent are concerned, we are not will- 
ing to accept any share of the respon- 
sibility this action entails.” . 
Mitchell and his followers, in other 
words, propose to adhere to demands 
which the operators can not. and will 
not grant, yet they intend to shoulder 
upon the operators the responsibility 
for the almost inevitable rupture 
which will follow their own refusal to 
modify their demands. This is the sort 
of olive branch which Mitchell is hold- 
ing out, and for which he is making a 
bid for public sympathy. It will be a 
long time before he wins it upon an 
such flimsy pretext. : 
‘Mitchell's bid for public sympathy 
has come too late, and its purpose is 
too obvious. The present contro- 
versy is entirely of the miners’ 
seeking and provocation. Conditions 
have been prosperous and peaceful in 
the mining regions since the award of 
tke National Arbitration Commission 
three years ago. The operators have 


for three years longer the working 
agreement then secured, This appears 
upon its face to be a fair proposition. 
The award of the strike commission, 
three years ago, was hailed by Mitchell 
and his men as a decided victory. 
Now they are thirsting for more vic- 
tories. The operators contend, with 
obvioug justice, that existing condi- 
tions in the coal fields do not warrant 
the changes proposed, and that the 
questions raised have already been 
passed upon by the anthracite strik 
commission. 
Qne of the most important of the 
demands now made is for the closed 
shop. This demand could not be 
granted by the operators without sac- 
rificing their independence and the 
independence. of 4very non-union 
worker in the coal fields. The opera- 
tors are immutably right in declining 
“to make an agreement with the 
United Mine Workers of America, an 
organization controlled by a rival 
industry.” . 
It is manifestly against the public 
interests and those of miners and 
operators “to have the mining busi- 
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in the operators’ reply to Mitchell's 
demands, that neither the operators 
nor the public “can stand these pro- 
gressive and enormous increases in the 
cost of production of anthracite coal, 
followed necessarily by corresponding 
increase in the price,” 

Mr. Mitchell's hypocritical pretense 
of a desire to avert a strike wil? not 
hold water. It is virtually his original 
proposition in new phraseology. 
“Grant our demands and we will not 
strike; refuse them and we will strike; 
to hell with business interests, public 
interests, and ail other interests ex- 
cepting our own.” 


ALARIES FOR LEGISLATORS. 


That it is reasonable and right to 
pay salaries to members of legislative 
bodies is a principle that is now ac- 
cepted pretty nearly the wide world’ 
over. Any other plan would unduly 
restrict the choice of representatives, 
for without compensation. only the 
well-to-do and the leisured could afford 
to accept election at the hands of their | 
fellow-citizens desiring their services| 
for the common good. Such a limita- 
tion in the choice of legislators would 
run counter to the very spirit of true 
democracy. ‘Therefore, payment of 
members of congressional bodies has 
come to be generally recognized, not 
merely as an act of justice to the in- 
dividual, but as a wise and necessary 
provision for the state. 


There are two national assemblies, 
however, that afford exceptions to the | 
rule, and in curious contrast one of | 
these is the oldest of all, “‘the mother 
of Parliaments,” the British House of 
Commons, while the other is one of the 
most recently created, the German 
Reichstag, whose origin dates back 
only some five and thirty years. In 
the several State legislatures of Ger- 
many there is payment of members, 
but in the Imperial Parliament, or 
“Diet of the Realm,” as Jt is officially 
named, no salary is provided. When 
framing her constitution, Germany 
undoubtedly followed England's cx- 
ample in the hope and expectation that 
it would be only the titled and rich 
‘classes that .would seek, or could, in- 
deed, afford, to become parliamentary 
representatives. 

However, both in Germany and in 
England -the restriction, being funda- 
mentally opposed to the principle of 
democrary, has broken down. Poor 
men in steadily increasing numbers 
have been elected as legislators, and, as 
the state has refused to pay them a 
living wage, their constituents or the: 
party they represent have paid it. 
Only thus has it been possible for the 
German Socialists to gain and hold 
their large share of power in _ the 
Reichstag, for the Irish Nationalists 
to maintain their unbroken. fighting 
organization in the British House of 
Commons, and this year for some fifty- 
two labor members to take their seats 
in the same assembly, which until 
little more than a generation ago had 
been kept a close preserve for the 
privileged classes. 

Now that democracy has effectually 
breached the artificial barrier raised 
against it, in both countries a _ spirit 
of readiness to accept the logical sit- 
uation is being manifested. But once 
again in curious contrast the prompting 
motive in each case is a radically dif- 
ferent one. In England the members 
of the House of Commons have for- 
mally demanded, by a vote showing 
the large majority of 238, the reasona- 
ble allowance of $1500 per annum to 
“defray the heavy expenses insepara- 
ble from their office.”” The new Liberal 
government, while expressing academic 
approval of the reform, for the time 
being shelves the whole question on 
the plea that funds are not available. 
In Germany, on the other hand, it Is 
the government that is directly be- 
stirring itself to~introduce the system 
of payment of members. It sees that 
the Socialist members of the Reichs- 
tag, who, in effect, are actually paid 
for their+parliamentary services, -are 
much more assiduous in their attend- 
ance than the other members, who 
find it necessary to keep one eye on 
their ‘private business affairs, while 


self in the Reichstag constantly face 
to face with an efficient, vigilant, and 
closely organized opposition, while its 
own supporters constitute a body on 
whose voting strength at any given 
moment no sure reliance can  0be 
placed. 

So ere very long the world is likely 
to see both Germany and England fall- 
ing into line with the other nations 
and paying salaries to their legislators. 
In Germany the compelling pressure 
may have come from above, in Eng- 
land from below; but in both countries 
the result will be the same, namely, 
the. strengthening of real democracy. 
Forsthe rich man’s monopoly of the 
Hou of Commons has _ assuredly 
passed for all time to come, while in 
Germany the salary system will throw. 
open the parliamentary gates for the. 
staunch and sturdy middle-class reap- 
resentation that is opposed alike to 
bureaucratic despotism and ‘to anar- 
chistic unheaval,

A Postoffice Parliament. 

The sixth Universal Postal Congress 
will meet in Rome on April 7, and will 
be attended by representatives of 
practically every government fm the 
world. The first international conven- 
tion on postal business waa held at 
Berne, Switzerland, in 1875, and so Val- 
uable were the results that a perma- 
nent organization was established. It 
was originally proposed to hold the 
congress at intervals of three years, 
but departure from this hard and fast 
rule has in practice been found neces- 
sary. Thus the present gathering was 
due to be summoned two years ago, 
but the war in the Far East caused 
its postponement. 

Each country is permitted to send as 
many delegates to the as it 
deems necedsary or desirablé, but the 
delegations vote as units, one country 
casting but one vote. Decisions, to be 
enforced, must be unanimous; there is 
no imposing the will of the majority 
on a reluctant or unconvinced minor- 
ity. If any government interposes ob- 
jections to a particular proposal, and 
after argument refuses to withdraw 
them, the question is dropped until at 
some subsequent convention the time 
may be deemed ripe for reopening it. 

The work of the co is im- 
mensely facilitated by the systematic 
preparation madeé for it, Thus on the 
present occasion an advance publica- 
tion of five hundred quarto pages has 
been sent to all the countries of: the 
world explaining in four different lan- 
guages the suggestions offered for dis- 
cussion at the convention. According- 
ly the delegates dre in a position to 
discuss the questions with their 
colleagues <t home before setting »sut 
for the place of meeting, and may 
arrive at a clear conception of the ar- 
guments, from their national point of 
view, for or against each proposed in- 
novation, 
A Universal Postage Stamp. 

One of the most important questions 
to be discussed this year is that of a 
universal postage stamp. The want Is 
a long-felt one, and has been dicussed 
at prior conventions. But hitherto no 
solution of the difficulties involved has 
been arrived at. The crux of the prob- 
lem is the difference in the money 
standards of the different nations. For 
example, the foreign postage rate in 
the United States is 5 cents, and in 
France 25 centimes. 
amounts are nearly equal, they are 
not exactly equal. In point of fact, 
for mailing 1000 foreign letters the’ 
American pays $50, while the French- 
man pays only $48.25. The difference 
is so infinitesimal in regard to single 
letters as not to be worth attention. 
But from the wholesale point of view 
it becomes quite appreciable, as the 
above figures prove, | 

A universal postage stamp, there-- 
fore, would lead to tmportations of the 
cheaper foreign stamps, and so wou!d 
inflict a financial loss on: the home 


post . The only means to check 
this would be strict customs regula- 
tions. But this again would introduce 
a new set of difficulties, as each coun- 
try has a very different system of in- 
spection according to the simplicity or 
elaborateness of its tariff.
